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Begin: Settlement 
freeze misunderstood

WASHINGTON. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin yesterday seid that 
he would defer to the ‘“‘better 
memory’ of Foreiga Minister 
Moshe Dayan and Defence Minister 
Ezer Welzman regarding the exact 
nature of the Israeli commitment to 
freeze new settlement activity on the 

West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The Prime Minister, in an inter- 
view with ‘‘The Wall Street Jour- 
nal,”* sought to calm the growing dis- 
pute with the U.S. over his pledge at 
Camp David to impose a 
moratorium on the construction of 
new settlements. 

Begin said that he would have ts 
consult with Weizman. Dayan and 
other members of his delegation at 
the summit before reaching a final 
position on the controversy. 

‘“‘We have a genuine mis- 
understanding,’ Begin said. ‘What I 
contend is (that) I personally gave a 
commitment to the (U.S.) President 
for the period of negotiations for the 
peace treaty and the peace treaty 
means the treaty with Egypt...and I 
stand by it." 

But he added that wher he arrives 
back in Israel he will consult with 
other members of the Israeli delega- 
tion, particularly Dayan and Weiz- 
man, and “ΠῚ will respect their better 
memory.” 

As a result, it could turn out to be 
several days before the U.S. releases 
the texts of a series of letters on this 
issue, as well as others, to accam- 
pany a to Camp David accords 
signed last Sunday.

Begin, who was due to leave New 
York for Israel today, said he 
believes that his promise for a freeze 
on building new settlements is only 
for the period required to negotiate a 
peace treaty with Egypt, which, he 
noted, could be even less than the 
three-month deadline included in the 
“framework” ement. 

But he acknowledged that the U.S. 
believes his pledge of no new 
settlements is for a Jonger period. 
American officials insist that Begin 
agreed to no new settlements during 
the period of negotiations leading to 
the creation of the Palestinian self- 
governing ‘“‘authority’' on the West 
Bank and Gaza, and they say further 
that Begin endorsed a second 
promise: “‘that the issue of future 
Israeli settlements will be decided 
among the negotiating parties.” 

This would mean, according to the 
Americans, that the Palestinians, 
who would be a party to West Bank 
Peace negotiations, would have the 
right to veto any new settlements. 

Begin, in the interview, said that 
the State Department had originally 
asked hin to draft a letter including 
that second commitment, but later 
dropped it. Begin said, however. that 
he had promised Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance that he will resolve the 
issue soon. 

White House spokesman Jody 
Powell yesterday also sought to play 
down the significance of the con- 
-troversy. He told reporters that the 
U.S. position’ has been made “‘quite 
clear,” adding that the matter would 
be resolved satisfactorily by the 
time the letters are exchanged.

Carter letter to Sadat

In 
an interview published in the 
“Boston Herald-American,”’ Sadat 
asserted: “Let the Israelis feel they 
are secure. After this, we will work 
in a completely new atmosphere. So 
T take it easy." 

Continuing, Sadat said that any 
prolonged dispute could disrupt the 
“glorious agreements of Camp 
David...I would advise that we do not 
try to hammer on this problem as it 
will all be put on the table in three 
months anyway." 

The Egyptian leader noted that the 
U.S, and Egyptian positions on 
settlements were ‘‘identical.'* 
Washington has consistently regard- 
ed Israeli settlements in the 
territories captured during the 1967 
war as illegat under international 
law and obstacles to peace.

Vance goes to Riyadh 
to ‘sell’ peace pact

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance yesterday flew to Riyadh in 
an attempt to obtain Saudi Arabia's 
backing for the Camp David peace 
package. 

The Saudis have already turned 
down the Camp David agreements, 
but pledged not to stand in the way of 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat's 
bilateral peace pact with Israel.

TEL AVIV (Itim). --- The defence in 
the briltery case trial here of former 
Kupat Holim head Asher Yadlin 
revealed yesterday tor the first time 
in open court that the main witness 
against Yadlin was himself involved 
in a major embezzlement case. 

Summing up for the defence, at- 
torney Shlomo Toussia-Cohen said 
that state's witness Mordechai 
Elison in 1974 paid back $400,000 ta 
Sole! Boneh in a compromise settle- 
ment for moneys he had extracted 
when he wound up his work as head 
of Solel Boneh's Ami engineering 
subsidiary. 

Yadlin is on trial for requesting

Mrs. Lipchitz, herself a sculptress, 
had enlarged the model together 
with Lucia Rossi, a famous 
craftsman from Rome. where the 
Lipchitzes had lived since 1920. 

Thomas Hoving, former director 
of New York City’s Metropolitan 
‘Museum and the man responsible for 
the last complete retrospective ex- 
hibition of Lipchitz's work, describ- 
ed the scuiptor's place in 20th cen- 
tury art to the audience. He added 
that Lipchitz thought the tree would 
be the crowning achievement of his 
career. 

The sculpture rears up on a plinth 
set in the centre of a large lawn 
planted on the roof of the Hadassah 
personnel parking area, which lies 
below the entrance to the new 
hospital. 

The splendid setting was designed 
by Tel Aviv architect Ya'acov 
Rechter. At his insistence, the sculp- 
ture was acaled down from a planned 
10 metres and, indeed, it now fits the 
site perf 

To give it stability and to help it 
withstand the fierce winter winds 
that lash the summit of Mt. Scopus, 
the now 10-ton bronze is partly filled 
with concrete and married to pipes 
emerging from a weighted concrete 
base beneath the plinth. 

It was cast in Rome at the

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Rhodesia still fighting 
inside Mozambique 


SALISBURY (UPI). — Rhodesian 
troops yesterday kept up strikes 
against black nationalist guerrillas 
based across the eastern border in 
Mozambique, the military command 
said. 

An evening communique — the 
first offical word on the raids since 
an announcement on Wednesday 
said: “The operations launched 
against Zenla Communist terrorist 
bases within Mozambique are con- 
tinuing.”” 

Zanla, the Zimbabwe African 
National Liberation Army, is the 
military arm of the party headed by 
Patriotic Front co-leader Robert 
Mugabe. 


Military sources said the raids 
were being supervised by Rhodeala‘s 
supreme military commander, ‘Lt. 
Gen. Peter Walls, from a military 
base in eastern Rhodesia near the 
border with Mozambique. 


Reatdents in the eastern border 
town of Umtali said Canberra jet 
bombers have been seen overflying 
the area, indicating the current 
operations included air atrikes 
against suspected guerrilla bases in 
Mozambigque's Manica province. 

Unconfirmed reports from the 
border said at least five guerrilla 
pases were being attacked aa part of 
a plan to stem continuing infiltra- 
tion. 

In remarks delivered on Wednes- 
day in Umtali and released yester- 
day, Maj. Gen. Derry. McInyre, 
army chief of staff for administra- 
tion, said Rhodesian troops in 
eastern Rhodesia’s *’Operation 
Thrasher” area have had several 

“good contacts" with insurgents in 
the paat month. 

He said in Thrasher alone, 117 in- 

surgents have been killed, including 
a group of 29 as they were trying to 
cross in from Mozambique. 


UN studies plan 
for Namibia 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — The UN 
Security Council scheduled closed 
discussions yesterday on the UN role 
in Namibia now that South Africa 
has decided to carry out its own 
scheme for the territory's in- 
dependence. 

Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
and other sponsors of UN supervi- 
sion for the territory's transition to 
independence were putting pressure 
on South Africa to reverge its deci- 
sion.

Wiesenthal says 
7 million Nazis alive 


BRUSSELS (JTA). — Seven million 
of the 10 million members of the Nazi 
Party are still alive, and five million 
of them live in West Germany, 
Simon Wiesenthal told a youth group 
here on Wednesday. 

They are important in national 
politics in West Germany and also in 
Austria, where there are 300,000 
former Nazi Party members. About 
one and a half million ex-Nazis live 
in East Germany, he said. 

Wiesenthal added the reason there 
were 80 many former Nazi Party 
members still alive was that many 
German youths were recruited into 
the party towards the end of the war 
and were not sent to the front. 

The present neo-Nazi youth 
movements have akout 4,500 
members in 80 cells, but also attract 
many sympathizers. They comprise 
“a latent, but not imminent danger," 
the veteran Nazi hunter said. 

The most wanted Nazi war 
criminal is Walter Rauff, 73, who 
lives in Punta Arenas, Chile and is 
responsible for the deaths of a 
quarter of a million Jews, according 
to Wiesenthal.

A CENTRAL striking feature of the 
agreements reached at Camp David 
is their irresponsibility. In the cir- 
cumstances it is an epoch-making 
irresponsibility. It is hard to recali a 
similar degree of light-headedness 
except for the Munich agreement of 
1988, and Dr. Kissinger's Nobel 
Prize-winning peace agreement in 
Vietnam in 1975. 

Over many years Mapai and 
Labour Alignment governments, 
seeking the most minimal formula 
for conditions for peace — that is, 
conditions without which a peace 
streaty cannot provide minimal 
security for Israel — after prolonged 
study, evolved such a formula for 


Sinai.

Jordan into the Promised Land, they 
were to set up “huge stones and 
cover them with plaster.” And on 
these stones they were to inscribe all 
the words of the Tora. 

‘These stones were not to remain in | 
situ, in the Jordan or om Sts bank. 
They were to be borne to Mt. Ebal, 
which previously (11:29) had been 

- designated as the place from where 

the curses were to be uttered. 

Nowhere in the Bible is there an 

it reference to the fulfilment of 

this command, but in the Book of 
Joshua (chap. 5), we are told that 
after the Children of Israe] had 
crossed the Jordan, Joshua was 
commanded to take out of the Jor- 
dan, at the point where they had’ 
crossed, 12 stones and take them to 
the place where they were to lodge’ 
that night, which was Gilgal. 

Joshua did so, but in addition, ap- 
parently on his .own initiative, he 
placed another 12 stones in their 
place in the Jordan. 

What connection js there Yeabebe 
the three sets of stones, the ones 
Moses’ Injunction, the 12 fac a of of 
‘the Jordan apd, thése set jn. thelr 
place? 


MANY commentators identify the 
stones of Moses with those taken out 
of the Jordan by Joshua. The topic is 
discussed at some length in the 
Talmud, (Sotah 24a), where without 
any further comment it is stated, in 
the name of R. Jose (not Judah as in 
the printed text), ‘Abba Halafta, R. 
Bliezer b. Matia and R. Hanania b. 
Hakinal (who lived in the fourth cen- 
tury) stood upon these stones, and 
estimated that the weight of each 
‘was equivalent to that of 40 seah of 
wheat." 

Who knows but that these stones 
still exist? Any hope of finding them 
still inscribed with the words of the 
Tora can be discounted. It seems 
that instead of being incised on the 
stone, they were written on the 
plaster covering it. That is why, ap- 
parently, when and If the stones 
reached Mt. Ebal they had to be 
plastered again, and the words 
rewritten on them (27.4). 
Archaeologists have uncovered 
many stones whose inscriptions have 
added to our knowledge of ancient 
history, but these stones, if indeed 
they still exist, maintain a stony 
silence. ς

But the new publication, produced 
monthly on flimsy, air-mail paper by 
the Jewish Agency and the Absorp- 
tion Ministry. can hardly compete 
with the alick, full-colour m 
put out by the U.S. Information 
Agency for distribution in Russia. 
The American magazine — with its 
Btories on high fashion, advanced 
technology and Tuxuricus homes --- 
advances the myth of gold-paved 
American atreets. 

"The U.S. government does it as 
propaganda to keep up its Image, not 
because it wants to encourage Rus- 
sian immigration to America,” saya 
Alla Rusinek, a former Russian olah 
in the joint Agency-Ministry depart- 
ment of information for olim, which 
publishes the Israeli newsmagazine

Hayeled were unable to give a date

Kiryat Hayeled (‘‘Children's 
Town"), an Orthodox boarding 
school in Jerusalem's Romema dis- 

* trict, is a unique educational experi- 
ment, to the outsider at once uplif- 
ting and depressing. In operation 
since 1974, it now hag some 90 pupils. 
All save one are of Oriental extrac- 
tion, drawn from broken homea, un- 
derprivileged communities and con- 
ditions leading to truancy and ig- 
norance. 

The Kiryat Hayeled complex, 
which includes both the bi 
school and a number of infant day- 
care centres, was the conception of 
Agudat Tisraei's Rabbl Menahem 
Porush. It was he who collected the 
contributions, mostly from Jews in 
English-speaking countries, which 
turned that conception into cancrete 
and stone. Members of the 
Rothechild family and the Hong 
Kong Kedourles were among the 
major donors. 

Rabbi Porush's intention of 
providing an education for children 
wh@ would not otherwise receive one 
was not originally limited to the 
Orlental communities. Brt 
Ashkenazi parents proved unwilling 
to send their offspring to such 3} in- 
stitution, even on 2 non-board 
basis, Persistent efforts to atiract 
Ashkenazi pupils have proved un- 
fruitful, despite the fact that board 
and tuition ere free. 

Nonetheless, Rabbi Porush claims 
that the school offers a novel method 
for closing the country's cultural and 
social gap. The accepted solution is 
physical and cultural integration of 
the. different communities within 
schools and classrooms. Porush 
feels that hls method is just as effec- 
tive in helping the backward to 
bridge the gap.

NATROBI. — Africa could become 
the world's meat larder, with a 
potential grazing area of around 14 
million square kilometres, accor- 
ding to experts. 

Only one thing stands between 
Africa and the realization of that 
drdam — the tsetse fly. Filea cover 
around 13 million square kilometres, 
in a broad band from West to Hast 
Africa, which includes much of the 
richest potential grazing plains. 

The flies spread the deadly disease 
of encephalitis (sleeping sicknesa) in 
humans, fit is estimated that there 
are more than 10,000 new cases of 
sleeping sickness a year in Africa) 
and nagana in caitle.-In both cases, 
the disease is often fatal. Hundreds 
of thousands of cattle die annually 
from nagana, while many others are 
rendered sterile. 

The assault on the disease in 
Africa (where it kills people and cat- 
tle alike in an area larger than the 
U.S.) is two-fold: to control the 
cerrier, the tsetse fly, and to reduce 
the incidence of sleeping sickness. 

Time-honoured methods of com- 
batting the disease are clearing 
barrier-zones in the bush and spray- 
ing. Both have their drawbacks and 
the main hopes for final victory over 
the tsetse fly lle in the laboratory. 

Thirty-three African countries are 
involved in a joint F40/WHO control 
programme which aims at develop- 
ing hew drugs, while In Nigeria and

Oren said Israel was ‘“‘many years 
penn. seri advanced countries in 

recreation facilities provided by 

local authorities, Only recently, he 
zaid, had city planners here given 
the matter adequate consideration. 


The Sports Authority recommends 
that new sports halls de built at 


‘schools, and be open to the local pop- 


ulation after school hours. The 
biggeat lack of sports facilities is in 
the older settlements and in the 
large cities, Oren said. . ᾿ 

To be built under the three-year 
plan are 140 tennis courts, 60 swim- 
ming pools, 90 basketball courts, and 
45 gymnasiums. There will also be 
large outlays for improving in- 
stallations and for the acquisition of 
sports equipment. 

The Sports Authority runs the 
Wingate Institute for Physical 
Education in Netanya, which turns 
out sports teachers, coaches and In- 
structors. It will also continue to 
finance special training here and 
abroad for outstanding athletes, sup- 
port nearly all sports activities, and 
Play an active part in the absorption 
of new immigrant athletes. 


New centre for

‘Banks ‘sabotage’ efforts 
to sell government bonds is

Bank οἵ Israe} employees have 
been asked to “‘spy’’ on commercial 
banks in order to check whether the 
banks contribute to the 
governments" efforts to sell deben- 
tures. The employees have been ask- 
ed to report whether there are 
posters advertising the current 
government campaign in the 
branches where they have their per- 
sonal accounts. 

The “spying” employees will soon 
find that there are almost no govern- 
ment posters at bank branches. It 
will thus be easy for them to fill out 
the special forms distributed to them 
earlier this week. 

I visited several banks In 
Jerusalem and did not find any 
posters. Some investors I spoke to 
told me that even when they tried to 
buy Government bonds, the bank ad- 
visers recommended other 
securities to them, usually those of 
their own bank. 

Tt should be pointed out that the

the various banks that they would 
help the government effort to absorb 
money from the public by the sale of 
bonds. :

IT WAS not an edifying sight yesterday when the Army was 


compelled te use force to remove the Gush Emunim settlers 
squatting on a hilltop near Nablus. This is not the kind of opera- 
tion that enters into the book of purposes for which our army ex- 
ists. 

It is, however, part of the purpose, apparently, of Gush 
Emunim. For from the start the aim of this political movement 
was not simply to establish settlements or strengthen existing 
settlements. Rather, it sought to attract maximum public atten- 
tion by actions through which it could impose its will on con- 
stituted authority. 

‘Thus even as those settlements in the West Bank, established 
by the government after 1967 according to careful security plan- 
ning, sought additional settlers, Gush Emunim declined to con- 
tribute its adherents, but preferred to pepper the West Bank 
with settlements, or pseudo settlements without reference to 
national defence policy, and for the most part in defiance of 
government decision. 

During Labour's reign, and especially after 1973, Gush 
Emunim was able to capitalize on the tacit, and often explicit, 
support of Mr. Begin, Mr. Sharon, Mr. Hammer and other 
leading lights in the Likud and the NRP. Their political and 
moral encouragement of unauthorized settlement, that takes its 
inspiration from imperatives construed to be beyond the law 
and beyond the norms of democratic decision-making, weaken- 
ed the capacity of.the previous governments to check this wild- 
cat movement. 

Moreover, when Mr. Begin assumed power, some of his very 
first actions, seemingly‘in support of Gush Emunim and its 
settlement plans, served to quicken the pulse and enhance the 
means of the movement. 

When, after Sadat's visit to Israel, the government found the 
passions of Gush Emunim too hot for the new political climate 
that had set in, it capitalized on the residual feith of the Gush 
leaders that a Likud Government, headed by Mr. Bégin would in 
the end not fail them. The movement, therefore, avoided the 
kind of direct confrontation with the government that it had 
deliberately provoked previously, especially during Mr. 
Rabin’'s tenure. 

That honeymoon was bound to end, however. And now with 
Camp David it has.

hamstrung negotiations In the past. 


A KEY AMERICAN official made 


_ this clear this week when he coolly 


brushed aside a question about the 
legal basis of the projected West 
Bank self-government. 

“Let's look at it as laymen," he ad- 
vised. “‘There is a process. The 
process calls for negotiations, The 
negotiations will bring-into being the 
Palestinian self-government. So the 
negotiations are the source of ita ex- 
istence.

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But, in the ‘‘spirit of Camp 
David’ carefully conjured up by 
Vance and his aides, those fruitless 
seminar discussions were eonsl, 
to oblivion. 

There is a deliberate slurring- 
over, in the Camp David documents, 
of problem-concepts such as the 
‘legal basis of the self-government. 
No Arab critic can argue that the 
real basis is a residual Israel 
military occupation — because the 
occupation is specifically to be 
“withdrawn.” The self-government 
cannot be said to be founded on 
anyone’s sovereignty — because the 
whole concept of sovereignty js left 
im limbo. If there is eventually an 
Israel-Jordan agreement, it could be 
argued that the self-government will 
arise out of that. But if Jordan stays 
out, and Israel and Egypt go ahead 
and create the sel government 
alone? 

The real answer — and it is car- 
dinal. in understanding the Camp 
David success — is that supplied by 
the key U.S. official: “real-world 
relationships" are what matter, he 
asserted. 

He applied the same vital and 
novel logic in explaining the Israel- 
Egypt “Framework for the Conciu- 
sion of a Peace Treaty.’ Under that 
documént, Egypt would seem to 
have agreed .to full normalization of 
relations after Israel completes only 
its first pullback, out of half of Sinai. - 

The relevant provision reads: 

“after a peace treaty is signed, 
and after the interim withdrawal is 
complete, normal relations will be. 
established between. Egypt and 


Israel, including: full recognition, ὦ 


including diplomatic, economic and. 
cultural relations, termination of 
economic boycotts and barriers to 
the free movement of goods and-peo- 
ple, and mutual protection of citizens ' 
by due process of law." . . 

There is a salient disymmetry 
here: and indeed the key U.S. official 


confirmed that the long-standing ἢ 


American principle of “a piece of 
peace for ἃ piece of land’’ had simply 


the forthcoming trials of those 
responsible for incitement and 
violence during ‘the Soweto unrest 
would be misdirected as the writer 
states: ‘'It is is almost certain Biko's 
name will crop up again ‘at the trials 
as the state tries to prove that black 
consciousness and not the police” 
were responsible for the violence in 
Soweto. The assumption apparently 
is that readers, after having read the 
article, will know that Mr, Biko was 
8 man of non-violence who did not 
want riots. 

Mr. Biko's own words, taken again 
from the pamphlet quoted above 
refute this: 

“There must be cries,
